ANTI-WHISKEY BILL

It provided for the sale of beer 
of four per cent alcohol, and for twen- 
ty per cent wines. The original sug- 
gestion of the governor was three per 
cent beer and ten per cent wines. 
The Judiciary committee recom- 
mended the bill for introduction with 
Senators Benfey and Jennings in op- 
position. Under the rules of the sen- 
ate the bill then went to the commit- 
tee on legislative procedure. It was 
here that an unfavorable report was 
made. Members of the committee ar- 
gued that such a bill would prolong

Supplies on B«»l« of Fourteen Percent 


of Population Insufficient, Be- 


lolt

Registrars in several 
Beloit pre- 
cincts -have informed county officials 
In charge of the distribution of the 
government registration cards and 
supplies, that not enough blanks have 
been sent out to sign up the men elig- 
ible (or selective conscription in their 
districts. The law provides that reg- 
istration - cards should be furnished 
on a basis of fourteen percent of tlie 
population of each precinct. In sev- 
eral of the Beloit precincts,, however, 
there is a much larger percentage of 
young men of the draft ages who are 
employed In the large manufacturing 
plants..

If you start at once there is stil 
time to make two plantings of peas 
at intervals of ten days, and you will 
have peas for at least a month after 
they come Into bearing. Beans, beets 
brussela sprouts, cabbage, 
carrots 
corn, lettuce, leeks, onions, parsnips 
parsley, peas, potatoes, radishes, sal- 
sify, spinach and tomato plants should 
all'be planted at once. 
Tomato plants may be set now 
Lima beans, both 
pole and 
bush, 
should be planted now. The heat lov- 
ing plants, such as peppers, eggplant 
muskmelons, 
watermelons, squash 
and cucumbers should not be set or 
planted until the weather is warm and 
Boil well warmed up. Planting may 
be done on light, warm soils at least 
a week sooner than on heavy soils In 
frosty pocketa, hence the 
gardener 
must be guided in making plantings 
by the location and character of his 


There is, of course, 
considerable 
variation in the region for which this 
advice is given. Certain planting ac- 
tivities 
may 
be 
performed In the 
southern portion of the region a week 
or so before similar activities should 
b« gotten under way fifty or one hun- 
dred miles further north. The advice 
is based on the average latest frost 
dates in the section, and the varia- 
tions in weather conditions from year 
to year also may influence planting 
periods. 
The following cultural suggestions 
are made for the crops which may be 
planted now with 
good 
chances of 
success throughout most of the zone: 
Peas: Peas should be planted first. 
There is time to make two successive 
plantings ten days apart. 
Plant. In 
rows three or four 
feet 
apart for 
horse cultivation and two and a naif 
to three feet apart for band cultiva- 
tion 
Space the seed about one inch 
apart in the rows. A pint of seed is 
sufficient for a hundred-foot row.

Cabbage: Set the plants in rows 
two to three feet apart 
to eighteen inches apart 
Sixty-five 
to ninety plants are re- 
quired for a hundred-foot row.. 
Carrots: 
Carrots may be planted 


now. 
Sow the seed in rows fifteen to 
eighteen inches apart for hand culti- 
vation, or two to two and a half feet

Lettuce: Sow the seed in rows fif- 
teen to eighteen inches apart.

Onions: It is best to use the sets or 
seedlings

Parsnips: The rows may be as closi 
as fifteen to eighteen inches apart I 
hand cultivation is given.

Thin the plants until they stand 
three to four inches apart in the rows 
Radishes: Sow the seed in rowi 
twelve to fifteen inches apart for hand 
cultivation.

Thr Liberty Loan was authoriaec 
by congress within three weeks of 
the date of our recognition of a state 
of .war with Germany. It outlined the 
greatest financial program ever under- 
taken by any nation on earth. It an 
thorized the secretary of the treasury 
to ui° the credit of the nation to the 
exent of several billions of dollars— 
billions to be borrowed by the sale oi 
bonds, and two biUions to be raiser 
by certificates of indebtedness.

"Our hospital was large enough to 
care for about fifteen hundred pa- 
tients at once, and consisted of from 
twelve to fifteen buildings. The hos- 
pital is typical of many bases both in 
Germany and behind the allies' lines. 
There is a v«ry general belief that 
these bases are alwaya about fifteen 
or twenty miles from the front, but 
when I tell. you that we received 
wounded from both the eastern and 
western 
fronts, 
you will know that 
the location is not at all definite. It 
may be fifty or two hundred and fifty 
miles from the battle line. 
"Hospitals are located on railways 
always, where the wounded can be 
auickly returned from the front with 
a minimum of handling and as soon 
after injurv as possible. The base 
hospitals represent the third line in 
the system; at the front are the dress- 
ing stations. Here the mortality is 
very high among the doctors and as- 
sistants. I believe that some four 
•jundred doctors have been killed in 
:he last six weeks in the dressing sta- 
;ions along the Somme. 
"Patients who can be moved are 
;aken back from three to flve miles to 
the second line dressing stations or 
field hospitals, and then if necessary 
are taken back to the base hospitals. 
The usual method followed in base j uays 
hospitals is to wire the

! but in war this is impossible. Easily 
ninety-five per cent of all wounds are 


i infected, usually when they are in- 
flicted. By far the greater majority 
of wounds are made Dy shrapnel; ir- 
regular fragments o£ steel traveling 
at a relatively slow speed rip and tear 
tEefr way into the flesh, carrying with 
them dirt, pieces of 
clothing, and 
skin, and crushing all 
before them 
Into great ugly wounds whicn start 
superating almost at once. 
"The war has developed compara- 
tively few new things, though tremen- 
dous strides have been made in tech- 
nique. Most of the effort, of course, 
is directed at freeing-the wound_from

Requires Little Time. 


By testing, we get rid of the dead, weak and moldy ears. Testing does 


not hurt the corn. It requires but little time, and that at a season of the 
year when wo have ilttlo to do. By testing we have everything to gain and 
nothing to lose. 
There tin; several, methods of testing corn, but the limitations of this 


article will not permit oe a description of any of them. Any county agent, 
any tiKririilturnl o»llcge or any good farmer will be glad to tell his neighbor 
how to test seed corn. 


After the corn has been tested, sorted, shelled and graded for the planter 


and tho l>:ul kernels removed, it should be placed in half-bushel sacks and 
hung up In a dry place. We should put in n sack, separate from the rest, the 
fiood from tho host 100 ears. 
When planting-, we should use the seed from 


them: "ne.^t 100 ears" on ono side of the field and pick our seed corn from 
these rows next year. 
K we hiivo no good seed com we should, buy from our neighbors or some- 


one In the community. 
We should not import sped corn from outside our 


Immediate- vicinity. 
Thousands of individual ear tests prove that home- 


grown seed will yield, on an average, from 8 to 20 bushels of corn more to 
tho acre than will imported sood. The best plan is to grow oui- own seed and 
test every ear iutoiulod for planting.

The state board of 
health, in its quarterly report on mor- 
tality today, says the situation points 
strongly to he need of providing iso 
lation hospitals, well equipped and 
well taken care of, so that pareuis 
will not obj'ect to sending their chil- 
dren to such an institution. 
The outbreaks have been hard '.o 
control, the bulletin continues, be- 
cause the disease usually appeared jn 
very inlld form; often no physician 
was called and parents failed to re- 
port, the cases to the health officer to 
avoid the 
inconvenience of 
quaran- 
tine, although they usually reoognize'l 
the nature of the ailment. 
"In localities where suitable junr- 
antine hospitals arc provided," soys 
the board, "it has been possible, al- 
most without exception, to keep the 
diseasi.' well under control. 
Parents 
must be urged that it is their duty, 
where a physician is not employed, ;o 
report these cases 
promptly 
to (he. 
health officer. 
If thfs is not done. It 
is practically impossible to prevwnt 
the recurrence of new case*. Parents 
who recognize the nature of the nil- 
ment and who do not report the case 
to the health officer should be pro*"- 
(•uted if sufficient evidence can be ob- 
tained." 
DiirJng January, 
February 
and 
March, 8.D16 deaths were reported to 
rhe state board of health. 
This is 
exclusive of 406 stillbirths and corre- 
sponds to an annual death rate of i4.2 
per 
thousand 
population. This 
is 
somewhat higher than the average for 
the last ten-year period, bnt not as 
high as for the first quarter of 1915. 
There was no alarming increase in 
numbr-r of deaths reported from the i 
various dangerous communicable dis- 
eases except diphtheria and scarlot, 
fever.
